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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
‘AKEN IN RENGAL AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
aera ASSAM FOR, THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 18ta OF 


| At the close of the previous week the -meteorolngical conditions in Bengal were of the 
ordinary hot-weather nature, and except that a few local storms with rain continued to 
occar in most of the divisions, there were no points calling for any particular remark. In 
the sonsh of ‘the Hay, however, conditions had distinerly altered, and the first advance of 
‘eouth-westerly monsoon winds had taken place at the South Ceylon stations, and in frone 
of, this advance a small cyclonic storm had formed, the centre of which’was situated on 
Friday, the 11th, a short distance from the South Madras coast to the east-north-east o£ 
Negapatam. The storm was by no means an intense onc, and it during the night of the 
11th advanced across the coast in a westerly or west-north-westeriy direction, the centre 
apparently passing near Cuddalorc, and on the morning of the 2th the centre was well 
inland to the north-west of Negapatam. Though the storm was by no means an intense 
one, yet it gave strong winds, a ronsh sea, and rather sqnally weather along the whole of the 
const from Madras southwards. On the 15th the emall storm bad again advanced in anorth- 
westerly direction, but it had rather rapidly filled up, and had practically disappeared. This 
advance of the monsoon winds was rather a feeble one, and it docs not appear to have ad- 
vanced as a definite moisture bearing cnrrent very far up the Bay, but the low pressure, which 
apparently accompanied its advance in the south of tho Bay, aftorwards svrcad in a northerly 
direction, and a wave, or perhaps two waves of decidedly lowpressure,have advanced over the Bay 
into Bengal. ‘he first rapid fal] of pressure in the northof the Bay took vlaco on the 1th, and 
continued onthe 14th,when at some stations pressure fell by no lessthau a filth of an inch during 
the two days; on the 15th there was a slight recovery; but on the Lith a further very rapid fall 
edtamenced, which was greatost ou the Burma coast and in Orissa, and there was again a vory 
laree decrease on the 17th off the Arakan and Pegu coasts, the fall in somo cases exceeding 
0-15 inch. Dhis canged a very distinct low-pressure area to be formed to the south-west 
of Akyab, and this aivused dépression was accompanied by a distinet cyclonic circulation 
of. winds, The depression probably gave somewhat squally weather over the northern half of 
the Bay on this day ; but it did not concentrate or develop into any Acfinite storm, and on the 
following day the area of low pressure advanced over South Bengal, when the pressure recordea 
became extremely low, as for instance Balasure registered 20:5 £4 inches—-a pressure almost ns 
low, as ix generaily recorded at the commencement of the rainy season. Beyond, however, this 
abnormal pressure and bringing up with it moderately strong, but very moist, winds, and 
giving. rather numerone showers, the depression did not influcnee the weather in 
Bengel to any waterial extent, and it subsequeutly parsed intu tie interior of the 
province and afterwards appeared in Behar, 
The'conditions in Bengal during the week have been therefore slightly more disturbed 
then they, were in the previous week, and local storms with rain have again been rather 
numerous, particularly after the,appearance of the.low pressures above recurde!. ‘These 
storms have again ben most numerous in Eust aud North Bengal, and less numerous in 
North Behar, South-West Bengal and Orissa, but still a few showers have fallen in the 
resent week in South Behar, though in Chutia Nagnorg rainfall has been almost absent. 
in Assam moderate rain bas fuilen almost throughout the week. 
Pressure —Had at the end of the previous week been nearly a fifth of an iuch above the 
normal over 2 large part of the province, but the changes during the presont week 
have caused the mean pressure to become below the normal, and taking into consideration 
only those stations from which records have been received for a long serics of years, tho 
average pressure of the province of Bengal for the week has been 0-04 inch in defect of the 
.wornist, thé defect being largest at such stations ax Calcutca. Berhampore, Purneah, and Dur- 
bhanga, where it equals 0:08 inch. In Assam the mean defect ix even larger, and it cquale 
0-052, inch. On Friday, the 18th, pressure was generally in de/ect of the moral by amounts 
varying’ from a tenth to a filth of an inch, : : 
Temperature. —Vbe variations of temperature during the week have been of little im- 
ortancé, and it has heen rather largely above the normal in a:most all districts, In Chutia 
Rego rthe excess in the mean temperature has averaged about four degrees ; in South Behar, 
Sout: West Bengel, abd Orissa.st. has averaged abunt three degre st Bengal nearly 
two degrees, and in North Bengal and North Uehar less than ous. ‘or the whole of Bengal 
temperature has therefore bean 2°2° in excess of the normal. In Assain, on the othee hand, 
the varijgion has been sual, aud temperature has been iu excess of the normal by only Ons".

the school was good. Admissions to hospital roso rom 1:96 por cent. daily in 
1886 to 2:73 per gent. in 1887, owing to the large number of weak and 
sickly boys admitted during the last two yoars, many of whom had to be 
kept’ in hospital for some tine before being sent to work. One boy died front 
opileptie fits. hee 

2.‘ No change has been made in the way in which the day is divided 
between school and work. The boys work for seven hours and have also one 
hour of compulsory school; they can also attend tho night school from 6-30 to & 
pM. Itis very satisfactory that as many as 90 boys on an average attend in the 
évening. The mark system worked well. The number of boys entitled to 
marks increased slightly, and the average weekly carnings rose from Re. 1-13-10 
in 1886 to Rs. 2-0.4. “Lhe total earned during the year was Rs. 222-10-6, 
including payments for extra work, of which Its. 177-4 were deposited ‘in the 
Government Savings Bank. 

3. The reports regarding released boys compare favourably with those 
for last year. HReports were received in the case of 52 boys; 9 only, or 17-3 
per cent., of whom 6 were in jail, were said to bear bad characters. 7 
only out of the 52 follow the trades they learned at school, ont of whom 2 
had been only two and three ycars respectively in the school. The others 
had been there five years or more. 

. 4 The cost of maiutenance fell from Rs. 126-10-9 to Rs, 126-1-10 for 

cach boy. ‘The cost of diet fell from Rs. 3,381-7-9 in 1886 to Rs. 3,156-4-9 
in 1887. 












The manufactory account shows a profit to the school of Rs. 8,521-15-€ 
against Rs. 9,180-12-11 in 1886. No allowance is made in tho atcount for the 
value of the labour of the boys employed, or for wear and texr of block ; it 
merely shows the balance «t actual reecipts over actual expenditure. Book- 
binding, carpentry, and tinsmith’s work showed net profits of Rs. 4,693-13-02, 
Rs. 1,470-2-7 and Ks. 1,451-12-84 respectively. The profits on cane work 
decreased from Rs. 501-14-7 in 7886 to Rs. 813-5-10 in 1887, owing to the 
increased cost of raw cane and its inferior quality. The number of boy: 
engaged was very small, as some of the eld boys were releused, and it is only 
boys of certain castes that can be put to this work. 

6. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad: to sec that Mr. Kirschner’s manage- 
ment of the school continues to deserve the praiso of the Board of Manage- 
ment and of the Inspector-General of Jails. he acknowledgments of Sir 
Stouart Bayley are ulso duc to the Hoard of Management. 

7 The number of boys confined in the Hazaribagh School has risen 
from 227 at the close of 1886 to 232 at the close of 1887 The daily average 
population was against 209°4 in 1886. The health ofthe school was good; 
only ong boy died ; he had been sickly for several years. “s % 

8. There was an improvement in discipline curing the year. 124 boys 
were neither punished nor reported. There were ouly 570 punishments 
against 717 lust yeur, showing that the severity of the punishments: last 
year had the desired effect. Whipping and hand-caning were resorted te 
in 135 cases only against $25 in 1886. On the other hand, marks were

One boy was looked upon with suspicion 
by the police; only 6 boys continued to work at the trade thoy learat in 
school. 8 . 

11. The expenditure fell from Rs. 108-10-7 per head in 1886 td 
Rs. 77-9-5 in 1887. This decrease was mainly due to small outlay required 
for bufldings, and to economics cffected in dicting the boys by getting atta 
from, the jail, purchasing animal food at a lower rate, and-usinz a cheaper 
kind of rice. 

a2. The manofacture account shows a profit of Rs. 1,698-12-2 only 
agains$ Rs. 2,314-4-2 in 1886. Thero is a very limited local market and the 
cost of carriage to Caleutts and elsewhere absorbs a great part of the profits. 
These expenses ‘were so great on the work done for the Postal Department 
that the contract has been discontinued. The trades taught are carpentry, in 
which there is a profit of Ks. 1,445, ironwork, shoe-making and tinwork. 
Twonty-two of the younger boys were employed in the garden. It struck the 
Lieutenant-Governor when visiting the school last March that it might bo 
possible to introduce the manufacture of objects for which a local demand 
exists, and so sive the cost of carriaze to Calcutta. The subje iLS $ been 
considered by the Inspector-General of Jails and the Superintendent of Jil 
Manufactures, but without any result aa yet. Dr. Lethbridge, however, has pro- 
mised to look carefully into the matter when he visits the school next Augnst. 

13. Thee Licutenant-Gover utices with pleasure that the school is 
regularly inspected by the cfiici: tors, who have again very favourably 
reported on Mr. Hill, the Deputy Superintendent. Dr. Moorhead deservés 
eredit for its excellent condition.

I nave the honour to submit herewith, under the provisions of scction 30 of the 
Licensed Waroliouso and Fire-Brigade Act, IV (H.C.) of 1843, the annual report, together 
with tho usual statements, on the working of the Act during the year 1857-88, 

2. Statement A shows the names of the ditferent hydraulic presses, jute mills, 
cotton mills, hand screws and warehouses for sturaze of jute, liconsed in the suburbs ; 
B contains in the prescribed form the receipts and disbursements under the Act; and C ihe 
details of fires which oceurred during the year. 

8. The number of hydraulic presses, jute mills, cotton mills and hand screws ro- 
mained the same as in the last year. ‘That of warchouses for the storage of jute increased 
from 103 to 108, five such houses having been newly added to the list. he Asiatic Jute Mill, 
which was unoccupiod during tho previous year, was worked during the year of report, 
and one of the two hand screws remained unocceupied. Of the 118 jute warehouses in 
the list, 832 remained unoccupied, against ¢s in tho yoar preceding. The notes in the column 
of remarks of statement A will show thesy facts and other necessary particulars connected 
with the working of the warehouses. .. 

4. Tho license-fees realized from all classes of warehouses during the year amounted 
wo Re. 33,975-12, viz, Rs. 21,624-13 from hydraulic presses, Rs. 1,088 from jute mills, 
Ks. 240 from cotton mills, Rs. 165 from hana screws, and Its. 10,k57-15 from jute ‘ware- 
houses, against, a total sum of Rs. 33,912-13, viz., Rs. 21.624-13 from hydraulic presses, 
Ks. 968 from jute mills, Rs. 240 frem cotton mills, Rs. 480 from hand screws, and Rs. 10,600 
from jute warehouses, received during the yoar 1846-47. Thus there has been a net inorease’ 
of Rs. 62-15 in tho license-fees during the year of roport, as compared witl the result of 
tho preceding year. 

6. There wero eloven fires during the year as per dotails in the statement C supplied by 
the Police, causing a loss to the extent of Re. 10,200, against six fires and a loss of Ks 7,440 
cin the year proceding. e

SUMMARY OF THE RAINFALL AND METEOROLOGIOAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF TITHE METEOROLOGICAL, OBSERVA- 

TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, DURING THE MON?®H OF MAY 1538. 


Tn snormal meteorological conditions in Bengal during May are to a considerabl 
extent similar to thoso of April. Thero is the steady and increasing diffarence of tem. 
peragure between tho land and the sea area, and in this month this differonco attaine 
almost its maximum. The urea of maximum temperature during May includes the western 
districts of South Behar, tho North-West Provinoss, Rajputana and Central India, With 
the incroasing temperature of the land surface, the southorly winds blowing from tho Bay of 
Bongal strengthen considerably, and owing to the physical obstacles of the hill systems te 
tho east and north of Bengal, they appear as south-easterly winds in Kast Beneul, and as 
easterly winds in North Bengal. At the same timo, hownvor, the usual hot, dry ‘westorlg 
winds are blowing over considerable portions of Behar and Chutia Nagpur, and thus durjng 
May, as explained in provious monthly reports, conditions are favourable to the production 
of the local storms called nor’-westers. Those, it is-probable, are produced by the action of 
the opposing winds in elevating tho moist. sea broeze, and by this asoonsional motion their 
wator vapour is condensed, aud sufficient cnergy is at the same time liberated to produco the 
woll-known effects of these storms. 

The southerly breezes which blow during this month at the head of the Bay are of 
considerable strength, and in faot at Snugor Islind and False Point the wind velocities 
measured in May are generally greater than those daring the actual rainy seuson, but there 
is reason to believe that during May the ourrent is of comparatively small dopth compared to 
what it is during the actual monsoon period. Those winds, however, carry considerable 
amounts of moisture into East and North Bengal, and in the neighbourhood of the hills 
ascensional movoment takes place, followed froquently by local storms aud hy honvy rainfall. 
This action will account for the large rainfall which occurs @uring this month in ths 
northern and eastern districts of the province. 4 

During May the distribution of the normal rainfall is simple, and the lines of equal 
rainfall run nearly north and south through the province, or rather almost parallel to a line 
joining the Chittagong Hill Traets, the Tipperah Hills, the Garo Hills, and the Darjeeling 
‘Hills, the largest amounts being received in tne eastern and northern districts, and sinullest 
amounts in the western districts. Thus the average rainfall of the month is less than 
2 inches in the southern parts of the Sarun and Mozulferpore districts. t-10 Gyan and Shahabad 
districts, aud the western parts of Chutia Nagpur. ‘lo tho east of these districts, up to a 
line running nearly north from the mouth of the Looghly, the rainfall increases from 2 up 
to 5 inches To the east of this, up to a line passing through Rungpora, Jamalpore, 
Mymersing, Bramunberiah, Comilla. and Cox’s Basur, the average rainfnll increases eastwards 
from 5 to 10inches ‘To the east of that line it execeds 10 inches, aud increases rapidly 
in amount towards the Garo and Khasia Hills and towards the Dooars, and at Buxa in the 
Western Dooars, the avernge rainfall in May is no less than 2-93 inches 

The meteorology of Muy is generally rather important, for about the second or thirC 
wook, the south-west monsoon makes iis appearmes in the south ef the Bay, and give 
heavy rain und fairly wtrong winds at the South Ceylon stations. ‘The monsoon curren 
gradually creeps up the east of the Bay, and rain sets in along the Arakan coast toward 
the clogo of the moulb, and it afterwards spreads into East and North Bengal early ir 
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0. . 
In the front of the advancing monsoon current frequently oyulonie storms arise, whicl 
are sometimes small ond feeble, and nt other times larger nnd of oousiderable intensity 
When theso -yelonic stornw aro formod quite in the south of the Bay, they usually ad¥ane 
towards tho Madris const; but when the storms originate rather later, that is, when thi 
monsvon ourrent has advanced well into the ‘gentre of the Bay, the storms which then form 
appear usually co advance either towards the Arakan coast, or towards the South Benga 


coast. 5 
Meteorology of the month —he principal featuros of interest in the meteorology of the 


past month have been , 

1. A mean barometric pressure for the whole province of Bengal which has been almos’ 
normal, though af the western and northern stations pressure has been slightly below thc 
normal, and at the south-eustern stations slightly above it. ‘he variation from tie norma, 
for the whole provines is a defect of onlf 0007 inch. In Assam pressure has beon below 
the normal by 0-0 4 inch. . 

. A moun temperature for the whole province which has been slightly (0 6°) in exces 
of the normal. ‘Ihe northern districts of the pioviiies have, ‘however, shown mean tempera: 
tures distinctly helow the normal, wh{le South Behur, Chutia Nagpur. Orissa, South- West anc 
East Bengal hive all shown excess temperatures. In Assam temperature has been below the 
normal by 0-9°. : 

3. Rainfall has been below the normal in all thé motoorclogical divisions of the pro 
vince of Bengal except iu North Behar, where the fall has been oormal in amount. In Orissa 
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East Bengal, and North Bengal the defects are small; in South-West Bengal and South 
Behar the defeois are considerable ; while in Chutia Nagpur the defect has been large, and the 
rainfall has been only 3% per cent. of the usunl amount. : PG 
4, There were three periods in ths month durng which weather was disturbed. The 
first period was short, and on the Ist and 2ud losal storms with rain were rather numerous 
in ath-Webt,, East and North Bengal Again from the fth to the 10th weather 
conditions over the same districts beoame disturbed, aud snowers avcompanying ldcal storms 
occurred with moderate frequency. The third pericd of disturbanvo lasted from tho 16th 
to the end of the month, and at this time-a!l the divisions of nengul received shuwora, and for 
the la& three or four days of the month the locul storms were rather numerous, and moderately 
lay raintall was received. els ° 
5. ‘The first advance of south-west monsgon winds in the south of the Bay took place 
about the 8th or 9th of the month, and in front of this advance a swall eyclouio storm was 
forted which crossed the Madras coast. ‘This advance, howover, does not appear to have 
progntend very far up the Bay. The secoud advanes commonced about the 17th, and 
lasted only for five days, and it would appear tiat in this advance the monsvon winds reached 
abont the oantre of the Bay, wheu they again died away. ‘The third advance of the monsoon 
current cowntencedl in the south of the Bay on the 27th, and from this date up till the end 
of the month very strong winds were reported in the south of the Bay. A emall storm was 
subsequently formed in Front of this advance, but as it did not form till early in Juno, its 
history will be described in the meteorological summary for that mouth. 
tthe end of April a distinet low-pressure area had formed over Chutia Nagpur, 
which’ also caused eomparntively low pressure over the greater part of Orissa, South 
and Souti-Kast Bengul. ‘I'he wind systems blowing over the provinoo were also some- 
what irregular; south-westerly winds prevailed in Orissa and Chutin Nagpur, southerly 
winds in South and South-East Bongal, and ocasterly, north-castorly and northerly 
winds elsewhere. These wind wore also at the majority of stations vory moist, and, owing 
to the rainfall which was occurring, temperature was gonerully considerably below the 
vormal, Unde® such conditions weather coutinved disturbed, and local storms with rain 
were general in South-Wost, Hast and North Bengal, and in the southern parts of Uhutin 
Nagpur up to Ist and in many oases up to the 2nd of May, and even over a large part of 
Behar, rainfall was goveral on April 30th ; but in the Shuhabvad, Gya und Patna districts in 
South Behar and in the Hozribagh and Lohardugga districts of Chutia Nagpur, rainfall was 
practically absent throughout this period, A plight change, however, commenced in the 
meteorological conditions of the province on tho Ist, inasmuch os the easterly element in 
the wind directions became less strongly pronounced. ‘These moist easterly winds again 
diminished in force on the 2nd, and by the 3rd they had practioully retired irom Bengal, 
and westerly and south-westerly winds, accompanied by a decided decroasn in the humidity, 
obtained in their place. In Assam, however, moist easterly winds weve still reported, 
and this district continued to reveive rain. Trom tho 2nd fairly sottled weather 
obtained. over the whole of Bengal, and rainfall was practically absont up to the 
5th, though there was a slight re-action noticeable in the wind directions, and an 
easterly wind current commenced to make itself felt at ihe eastern and northern stations ; 
while in Chutia Nagpur and at somo of the central stations in Behar northerly and north- 
westerly winds were reported. On the following day winds in Chutia Nagpur heoamo north- 
woasterly, though more or loss easterly winds wero still blowing at tho oastern stations On 
the 7th the easterly winds again extended to Chutin Nazpur and parts of Bohar, and tur 
some days similar oscillations took pluce from day to day, These changes in tho wind direc. 
tiona and the slight interaction taking pluce betweon the wind systems vver the provineo ut 
once caused weuther conditions to beoomo slighly disturbed, and local sterms with rain bocame 
rather more numerous from the 6th. and they continucd moderately frequent up to the 10th. 
Tho storms only extended over parts of tho various districts, and thus the rainfall brought up 
by them sas vot general in any part of the province. Rainfull was in fast mainly oonfined 
in Oriasa to the Balasore district ; in South-West Bengal to the Burdwan, Bankoorali, 
Beerbhovtn, Nuddea, Jessore, and Moorshedabad districts ; iu Mast Bengal to the Furreed- 
8, Dacen, Tipperah and Mymensingh districts; in North Bengul to the Rajshuhye, 
Rai and Julpigoree districts ; in South Bohar'to tho Sonthal Pergunnabs district ; and 
in Chutla Nagpur fo the Manbhoom district. Over the whole of North Behar and in tha 
remaining districts of the other meteorological divisions, local storms were vory fow iu 
number, and rainfa)) wus slmost absent. . : = 4 
‘While, however, the motevrologioal changes in Bengal at this period were unim- 
rtant, in the south of the May couditions decidedly altered. From about the 7th 
or Sth it was clear that the genemal distribution of pressure over the Bay was favourable 
for the firet odvance of south-west monsoon winds jn the south of the Bay, and about the 
@th of Dth the first feeble advance. did tako place." ‘Ihe advance was decidedly lees powerful 
thagiisial, but nevertheless in front of the jnrush of moist winds a small cyclonic storm 
well Zormed which on the 1Jth eppeared off ‘the Nouth Madras ovast, the ‘contre being not 
fér off the land, and apparently to the east-dorth-east of Negaputam at 8 a.m. of the Lith, 
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‘Tne store durin, thé-ight of the 1th adVanded across the dost in a westerly or west. 
north: westerly direotion,the: obitte epparently passing near Cuddslore, and on the morning 
‘ef the 12th the centre was well inland to the north west of Negapatam. Thangh the 
aterm wat by ut meaty ef itterse one, yet it gave strong winds, a rongli sea, and rathen 
aqually eveather along the wheéle of the coast from Madras souihwards. On fhe 13th: 
small ston had aguin avvaddeed in o north-westerly direction, but it had rattier rapidly 
fied up, stid had pruwtivally disappesred. This advance of the monsoon winds was ratlier 
a fadble one, and it does sot: appear to have advanced as a definite moistire bearing currént 
vety' far up the Kay, but:the low pressure; which apparently accompanied its advance ja the 
south of the Hay, afterward spread in a northerly direction, and a wave, or perhaps two wavat 
ofedecidedly low pfessure, advanced over the Kay inlo Bengal. Tho Arst rapid fall of pressare 
ia the north of the Bay took place on the 13th, and continued on the 14th, wlien at some 
stations pressure fell by ne less than a fifth of an inch duriug the two days; om the Mth 
there wea a slight recovery ; but on the 16th a further very rapid fall commenced, which wae 
greatest on the turma coast and in Orissa, and there was sgaitt a-very large decrease on 
the 17th off the Avakan and Pegu ocvasts, the fall in some cases excsediug 0-15 inoh. 
‘thie cased # very dictinet low-pressure area to be formed to the south-west of Akyab, and 
this diffused depression was wccomparied by a distinct cyclonic circulation of winds. The 
depression probably gaye somewhnt squally weathor over the northern: half of tlie Bay on thir 
day; bat it didnot ouneentrate or develop into any definite storm, and on the following day 
the aren of low pressure advanced over South 'engal, when the pressure recorded becanre ex: 
tremely. low, as for instance isolagore registered 29°44 inches a pressure almost as low, as i 
generally recorded ot the commencemont of the rainy season. Beyond, aowever, thisaknorma 
pressure aud bringing up with it modorately strong, but very moist, winds, and giving rathe. 
pumerous showers, the depression did not influenos the weather in Bengal to any material 
extent and. it subsequently passed into the interior of the province and. afterwards appeared’ 
a ar. 

For the period froth the 18th to the 25th, weather continued generally slightly dis- 
turbed, and joel storms-with rain were fairly numerous. For the grostet part of this 
period o rathey strong moitt suutherly wind current was blowing at the southern stations, 
douth-easterly aud essterly winds were blowing at the oastern stations, and a steady easterly 
aud north-oasterly ourrent at the northern sintious; whilé in tho west and south-west of. the. 
Province: winds were south-westerly and westerly. ‘There was thus a feeble circulation of 
winds over tive provigce, which caused local disturbances and rain. 

While, thorefofe, the conditions in Bengul and Assam at this period had not varied te 
any large exteut, mote importaut changes weré odourring in the Bay; and & second 
advance of monsoon winds took place in the south of the Bay, and from the 17th up to the 
22nd decidedly stron: winds-were reported from the Ceylon stations. After this date wind’ 
velovities: again rapidly decreased. This advance of monsoon winds did riot, as-in the first 
ease, give riseto any stern in front of it, and it apparently simply advanced up the centreand’ 
east of the Bay, and moderate and fairly general rain commenced to fall at the South Burma 
statidns from about the 24th, thonga it was only on the 26th that very heavy rain (nearly 
7 inches) was firms reported at Moulmcin. It ‘is impossible to say with certainty how far 
up the centre of the Bay this advance of south-west monsoon witids reached, but it is probable 
ié. extended over the whole of the southern half. 

Fer the Inet week of the month the weather in Bengal’ remained decidedly disturbed; 
amd there was a-distincttendency to a circulation of winds. Iu Orissa winds. were sbuth- 
westerly, aad in South-Bengal south-westerly and southerly, and the velocity of the winds 
blowing at the head of the Bay was very large, particularly at the commencement 
of the week. At the castern stations winds were south-ensterly, ant at the rarthera 
stations: easterly, while in the west of Behur and in Chutia Nagpur winds re in sémé 
cases north-westeely nnd westerly.

Temperature.—The temperature variations during the month have to a great extent 
depended on the distribution of the rainfall, but the general mean temperature of the pro- 
vince hes been in excess by 06°. North Bengal and North Behar show defects of from one 
to'one and w half degrees; South-West and Eust Bengal show oxeess temperatures leas than 
or6 degreo'; @rissa and) South Beker temperatures from onc to one and o half degrees above 
the'normall; while iai Ghutia Nazpur the excess is three degrees. In Assam o defect of 0-9° 
hag boon régiatered.

Rainfatl.—The periods of ratnfall and its goneral distribution have becn alread 
referred to, and it therefore only remains to state the umounts which have been received. 
The only district which hos received a fall in excess of the normal is North Behar, 
whiotr has received an average fail-of 3 29 inches, tho normal fall being 3-21 inches. All other 
distkiots have’ received falls in defect, thou;ch except in the onse of Chutia Nagpur, and to a 
smaller extent in South-Wost Beugul and South Behar, the defects have not been very large. 
Eest.and North Bengal have received a general rainfull of between eight and eight and a half 
inches, and Orissa hos reosived a fe of three and a half inches, and in all three cases the dofects 
arvtess than’ 10 per oont. of the normal fall In South-West Bengal there has been 
an average full of 33i inches, which is equal to about 60 per cent. of the normal fall; while in 
South Beuar the full has averaged 1°42 inches, which is also.nearly 60 per cent. of the 
uewsl-full. Im Chutia Nagpur, however, the fall has only averaged a little more thau an inch, 
andsthis is-only 3% per cout of the normal fall in May. Sa 

‘When the rainfull variations are charted, it is soon that there aro threo small districts 
where the falls have been in excess of the normal. First an‘area runuing in a north-eaxterly, 
directiva from East Bengal through North Bengal into North Behar, and comprising parts of 
the following districts Tipperah, Mymensingh. Bogra, Dinagopore, Purneah, !shagulpore, 
and Durbbungs ; 2 sevdndarea comprising part of the Burdwan und Beerbhoom districts ; and a 
third area comprising the Balasore and part: of the Miduapore district. Ail the remainder of the 
prévitoe shows’ a defective rainfall, but it is only im parts of South and South-Nast Bengal, 
‘aad in the districts close to the hills of North Bengal, that the defects exoced three inches. 
"he following table gives fu‘l data for the comparison of the actual aud the normal 
rainfall of the month of Mey in all districts of the provinos. ‘Tho figures are derived from 
the? average and actual rainfall of the rhin-recording stations in‘each distriet, due allowance 
or weight being made for the area which each, station represents. ‘This gives a more 
acotirdte average than the arithmetical uieans given in the weekly and monthly moetvoro~ 
logiodl tables.

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SUMMARY OF MetwoxbLogicat AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TARUN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK BENDING FRIDAY, THE 8rx OF 








JUNE 1488. ; 
Ar tho clo’e of tho provious woek tho meteorological conditions generally were normal 
for the perind ju-t previous to the commencement of tho monsoon rains in Bengal. Hot 


weather conditions but with rather moist winds, and frequent local storms with rain, obtained 
in Bengal. and over the south and centre of the Bay tho monsoon winds had made good pro- 
gress. ‘I'he monsoon current then blowing over this aroa reprosontod-the third strong advayos 
of these winds which had taken place this year from the smth of the Bay, and this. advance 
was decidedly the most. powerful and pronounced of tho three. ‘This ndvanea had beon 
shotm trom the =7th of May hy tne very strong winds which had beon blowing at the Ceylon 
stations, and on Juno Ist, or the last day of the previous week, the advance had reached well 
into the contre of tho Bav, and thore wero no ind ns of any definite storm 
having formed in front of the advance, On the 2nd of June, however, there was a 
decided fall of pressure at tho central stations on tho oast const of the Bay, while wind 
directions showed rather strong indraught towards tho sca ares. It was clear on this 
day that a small cyclonic storm was forminy to the north-wost,of the Andaman Islands. 
On the morning of the 8rd the small ctorm had developed somewhat rapidly, and it 
existed as a woil-defincd. though rather gmall, storm off the Pegu Const. “On this 
day weather was probably rather stormy to the onst of the eontre of the Bay, and 
strong winds wore reported in Burma at the neighbouring stations of Dinmond Island and 
Bassoin. ‘Iho emall storm thon commencod to move in a north-westerly direction, aud on the 
Ath of Juno it was in tho contro of tho Bay, and apparently advancing towards the Orissa 
coast. On this day also it is probuble that the storm was of moderato intonsity, though 
there were indications that it was even then of loss intonsity than it aad boea on the 
previous day. Who special four-hourly obsorvations mnie at some of the principal stations 
at the head of tho Bay, which had been culled for, showed that from $ a.m. of the 
4th, and particularly during the night of this day, tho storm gradually beceamo more and 
more feeble till, ou approaching the coast on the morning of the 4th, it had consad to 
exist as a definite storm, and its placo was taken by u diffused disturbance of little 
importanee, which gradually drifted over Orissa and the head of the Bay, giving modcrate 
rain only. Ou the Gth, pressure continued to fall over South-Weet Bongal and Orissa, 
owing probably to the coutinued feeble existoves of the deproasion, but after this date 
it disappeared, and ceased to affect the weather of the province. With its disappearance 
a moderately strong south-enstorly current set in over the greater part of the provinre, 
and moderate rain fell in all districts except South Behar and Chutia Nagpur. 
Even up to the cluso of the week, however, the true reins eannot be said to have broken in 
Bengal, for the rainfall brought up by the moist wind current blowing has generally 
accompanied local storms ; and though south-easterly and easterly winds hava boen reported 
over a large part of the province, still north-westerly and wosterly winds havo been blowing 
at the western stations in Bebar and Chutia Nagpur. By tho actions ahove describod, how. 
ever, fairly frequent rain showers have beon received in all districts of the province uxvept 
parts of Chutia Nagpur and South Vehar. In the Bay during the wook weaiher has 
probably been squally, and for one or two days perhaps stormy in the central and eustorn 
rte. 
Pa Presswre,—Fyom the preceding desoription of the meteorology of the wook, it will be seen 
that presgure has been nocesserily low in the districts of Orissa and South-West Bengal. At 
Felec Point indeed the mean pressure for the wesk has been below the normal by ()-043 inch, 
and at Saugor Island hy 0-040 inch, but the genoral defect of pressure over the whole province 
has been 0-019 inch; and at euch stations as Durbhanga the mean presure for the week has 
been actually above the normal. In Assam, pressure has been below the normal by 0-023 


inch. 





Temperasure--Has beon nbove the normal in East Bongal, and elewhere it has been 
below it; the defect equal!ing 2° in South Behar and nearly 4° in North Behar, For the whole 
ovinoe temperature hes neon bolow the normal by 12°. In Assam the defect has only 
n 07°. . 

Rainfadl—Hes been slightly above the usus! fall for the period in South-West Bengul 
‘and in Behar; jthas been below it by moderate amounts in Orissa, North Bongal and Chutia 
Nagpur; while in East Bongal the defect has been rather largo. The general rainfall in 
Boul. West and North Bengal has averaged between two and threo inches; in Hust Bengal 
thd: North Behar it has averaged from one to two inches ; while in Orissa, South Behar and 

Ghutia Nagpor it has varied from about holf an inch to an inch.

* + Dux meteorological conditions obtaining over tho provinos at the close of the preyious 
week were those which characterise tho hot weather in Bongal, though tho winds blowing were 
decidedly more moist than usual. Modorate and fairly gonoral rain had been ressivedin the 
week ending the 8th instant, but the rainfall can acarcely lo said to have beou brought up 
by the true south-west monsoon current; forthe wind aystems had been more like tho hot 
weather “distribution, than that charactoristio of the true rainy reason. On tho first day of 
the ‘present week pressure foll rapidly in South-East Bongal. and thoro wag n distinct tendency , 
to cyclonic cireulation of winds. A moist south-easterly wind current however prevailed over 
a large part of the province, though northerly winds wero raported at soma of tho stations 
in Beftar, Chutia Nagpur and West Bengal) Showers on this day were received generally 
over thes whole of Bongal and Assam. On the following day conditions had not changed 
yory largely, but tho low pressure of tho previous day South-East Bangil had deve- 
loped intoe distinct barometric doprossion, tho contro of which was probably ovot the 
Sunderbans, avd which wus ascompanied by a distinct oyclonis ciroulation of winds, 
though their velocities were small. On this day also showers were reported, but they were 
far less numorous than on tho preceding day, and they were to a considerable extent 
confined to South East Bengal and Orissa, Ou Monday, the 11th, the very feeble 
depression had advanocd inland aud was near Jossoro; on this day rainfall was to a 

eat extent absent over the provinces, aud temperature commenced to risa rap dly. On 
the 18th pressure continued low over the exntral parts of the provines, and there was a 
fairly distinct circulation of windsround it. Dry westerly winds set in wt the western stations, 
though they were uorh-westerly at the vorthern stations and south-westerly uf. the southern 
stations ; while elsewhere winds were south-easterly and oasterly. With tho setting in of theso 
westerly winds, temperature ugain rose rapidly at the western stations, and,the mean tempor- 
ature varied fron®5° to 10° above the normil ut many of tho western stations. Oa the 1ltth 
a very distinot aren of low pressure existed in Contral Bengal. and th- lowsst pressure in the 
whole province was reported from Krishnughur, while winds showed a distinct oyclonie 
circulation round it. Again, the western and south-western atation- were affectud by the hot 
dry winds blowing in a westerly und north-wosterly direction, and on this day most exvvssive 
temperatures were recorded, the mean tomperatures at the western stations bing about 
8° to 1¢° above the normal for the day. On the 1th tho area of low pressure had moved a 
little in a westerly dnection, and it was noar Burdwan, and with tho similar wind distribution 
which obtained ‘again, most excessive temperatures wers reportol. With thy formation of 
the feeble depression over the centre of the province, moist southerly winds continued to 
flow in over the east of the province, and fairly general rain sot inon the 13th and Lith 
in East and North Bangal, though the remainder of the province was practicully rainless 
from about the 10th. 

The principal facts of the mateorology of the past week have tho-ofore buen a moat 
excessive temperature over the greater part of th» provinco, partioularly in the western and 
south-western districts, unusually low pressure, and absunce of rain Jrom most districts. ‘Tho 
woather ‘has been in fact of a most unusual character, and instead of ths soutii-west monsoon 
current flowing over Bengal at this timo and giving abundant rain as it nornally should 
do, the proater part of the strength of the monsoon seems to Lave been deflected in an vastorly 
direction, and it'has thus given exceptionally heavy rain at many of the stations in Burma, 

Preasure—Has been generally below the normal and, as stated abovo, a low-pressure arca 
has existed-over the south of the province for somo days, In fact the mean pressure for 
the week at mony of the southern stations has been nearly # tenth of un inch below the 
normal, and thus at Saugor Island the defect has been 0:099 inch, at Chittagong 0-095 inoh, 
.ad at Dacca 0-096 inch. At the inland stations the dofects have generally boon consider- 
ably smaller than this, aud for the whole province the meau pressure has been in defect of the 
normal by only 0-064 inch. In Assam, pressure has been below the normul by 0089 inch. 

Temperature,—As stuted before, the past weck has been -noticeuble on account of the 
high tempersturo. registered on some days he temperature gunorally was hishest, on 
Titursday, the 14th, and the mean temperature of the 2 hours from 10 a. of the Lith to 
10am of the 15th was above the normal of the day by tho following amounts: at Ialasore 
16 1°, at Midnapore 13-9°, ut Caloutta 10°5°, and at Burdwan 1u-1°.

One of them committed. very serious assault on a convict officer. Two Burmesea 
prisoners escaped through the carelessness of the Pubna Jail officials. Of the 
threo men who escaped in 1886, one was recaptured. He states that his com-

The corresponding figures for 1886 
were 19,729, or 64°3 per cent. The number sentenced to simple imprison- 
ment foll from 2,340 to 2,216. The number of juvenile offenders sentenced 
to whipping fell to 3877 from 448 in 1886. The numbor of othor judicial 
whippings has fallen continuously from 1,965 in 1885 to 1,873 in I#87. 

8. ‘Theenumbor of female prisoners admitted into jail fel! from 1,573 in 
1885 to 1,391 in 1886 and 1,280 in 1887. The rulos to prevent solitary confine- 

qnent where there happens to be only one female in jail proved successful. 351 
‘women were released on tho Jubilee day, leaving only 78 women ig the Bengal 
Jails, A female ward has been opencd in the Presidency Jl to obviate 
legal difficulties connected with the jurisdiction of tho High Court. 

9. The number of reconvictod prisoners admitted into jail decroased from 
3,589, or 11-70 per cent. of admission, in 1886, to 3,472, or 11 60 per cent., in 
1887. Now rules were introduced in February 1887 regarding the identi- 
fication and classification of habitual offenders, and until they have been working 
some time it will be impossible to draw comparisons of any value with 
the figures of previous years, ‘the jails showing the largest numbor of 
reconvictions were Calcutta 402 or 2256, Monghyr 149 or 92°10 and Alipore 
130.,or.. 12-16 per cent. In Monghyr the percontaze rose from 19*G9 
in 1886 to 22:10 in 1887. ‘the District Magistrate attributes the increase 
ip, Monghyr to the.excrtions. made in tracing the previous history of convicts 
by, the District Superintendent of Police, Colonel Ramsay, to whom these results 
arg. very creditable.

3.410 in 1886. Out of this number 62 were released on the Jubilee daly, the 
Jnnperial Goverpment paying their debts to tho amount of Rs. 3,632. aS 
"IL, Jail buitiinge. —Six new subsidiary jails were built at a cost of 
Rs. 28,953. A female ward, new guard-house and new workshop was pro- 
vided in the Alipore Jail at a cost of Rs. 34,691, Jn the Presidency Jail.soli- 
tury cells and an inner wall were built, costing Rs 7.388. In Ducea Ks. 18,691 
were expended on the new Central Jail. In Buxar Central Jail an upper stery 
to the factory cost Rs. 1,349. The daily average number of prisoner’ employed 
on jail buildings was 1,124. The estimated carnings of the prisoners so 
employed is not shown in any of the financial statistics of this report. 

12, Guards and Escapes.—The Juil establishment of Bengal was 
prganised in 1878 for a jail population wh averaged for 1874, 1875 and 
1876 over 21,500 prisoners of all classes, the jail population having steadily 
since then decreased to its daily average of 12,250 in_1887. On the 
proposal of the Inspeetor-General of Jails, tho Bhagulpore District Jail waa 
abolished last yeer, and the reserve guards of 14 district jails, containing less 
than 10.) prisoners, were dispensed with. Towards tho close of the ear Govorn- 
ment sanctioned the reduction of ’ 4 district jails to the new grade of intermediate 
jails. ‘The rosult isa net saving of Rs. 44,958 per annum. The Inspector- 

















General of Jails states that, should the je population not increase, he will 


recommend reduction of three more 
grade. 

13. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe that Dr. Lethbridge is 
able to report a further improvement in the paid warder establishment, especially 
marked by the improvement in their military training and manner of carrying ovt 
their r--utine duties. Formerly many men resigned on the slightest oacasion; 
now, if a warder is dismissed, he does not hesitate to come all the way to 
Calcutta to Jay lis case before the Inspector-General if he sees the least chance 
of being reinstated. ‘The total number of warders employed in jails and subsi- 
diary jails during the year was 1,707. The number of offences decreased from 
3,143 in 1%>5 uid 2,716 in 1886 to 2,359 in 1887. Petty offences were met 
in 875 cases by warning and extra drill. 405 offences wer2 connected with drill, 
The number dismissed fell from 216 in 1835 and 128 in 1886 to 103 in 1887. 
The imposition of small fines is the most common form of punishment, 
and was adopted in 1,276 cases. Excluding warnings and extra drill, there was 
barely one punishment per head. It is only by noticing every petty offence 
that tho dsceipline of men of the class enlisted in the warder establishment 
can be improved. Where jails are guarded by police whose punishments 
wre not shown in the jail returns, the number of punishments recorded 
ehuuld of course be much smaller. ‘The numbor of escapes fell to 13, the 
lowest figure.on record. The proportion of escapes to admissions was in 
1886 lower in Bengal than in any other province excepting the North-Western 
Provinces, and it must be borne in mind that the very large number of 
thinor jails greatly increases the difficulty of preventing escapes as compared 
with other provinces where there are no subsidiary jails. In :1870, 1871 
and 1872, when guarding was done by police constables, there were 477 
escapes. : eS

Prison discipline—The new rules requiring that.the classification of 
habitual prisoners shut] be made by the Court or District Magistrate were in 
force for some months last year. In some cases the orders wore not understood 
by the Magistrates. In Dinagepore, for instance, 80 persons convicted for the 
first tinfe were classed as habituals, Again in Bhagulpcre, on_ reclassi- 
fyihg, the prisoners of the Bhagulpore Jail, 140 prisoners who had been 
onte ,convicted were transferred by the Magistrate from the A to the B class, 
andér the idea apparently that all prisoners sentenced for dacoity, robbery, 
or house-breaking to three years’ imprisonment and upwards must be hardened. 
and dangerous criminals, even though never convicted before. In another 
place, 3 prisoners, sentenced to 20 days for hurt and not convictcd béfore, 
were classed B. On the other hand, in Monghyr, 8 prisoners, sentenced to 
six, months’ imprisonment in dofault of security to be of good behaviour, wore 
classed as A. Except in these and a few minor cases the rules worked well. 
The Inspector-General proposes to call shortly for a further report on this 
subject’ from Superintendents of Jails. He is requested to bring to the notice 
of Govérnment any case in which the rules appear to have been flagrantly 
misapplied. A decrease in the number of habituals was foretold by thv 
Inspector-General in his Administration Report in 1585 as a result of tho new 
rules. It is difficult, however, at present to say whether the slight decrease 
in their numbér, noticed in paragraph 9, is due to this cause. 

15, The number of offences by convicts fell to 35,824 from 40,512 in 
1886. The percentage of offences to the daily average population rose to 
326:4 from 299:9 in 1886. On tho other hand, only 59:8 of the whole numbor 
of individual prisoners committed offences as against 65:5 tho year before. 
As,the Lieutenant-Governor lately addressed the Government of India 
on this subject, it is unnecessary here to deal at length with tho subject 
of ‘the recording of jail offences. Tho number of scrious offences keeps 
extremely low. There were only 44 punishments by Criminal Courts against 
85; in 1584, 71 in 1885, and 44 in 1886. The number of corporal punish- 
mants is: a. third less than in 1886, namcly, 266 against 396, another indica- 
tion of the small number of serious offences. In 21 cases only were less 
than 10 stripes given and in 42 cases between 10 and 15. During the last 
two quarters of the year there was no case in whicli less than 10 stripes were 
given. ‘The six cases in which illness is reported to have followed after cor- 
poral punishment were all cases of ulcers causod by whipping. Reduced dict 
was only given in 820 cases agdinst 4,495 im 1884, 2,998 in 1885, and 
1,514 in 1886. Fetters were impoyed im 11,640 cases as a punishment. 
In-10,292: cases the. prisoners ‘had them on for leas than a month. Only 
119, mien were kept in fetters. for safe custody—a very small number, 
considering that there were 284 Burmese prisaners in the Bengal juils.

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_" Phe cost per head fell in 1851, owing to a marked, decreas’ in the prige 
of rice, but since 1882 it has continuously risen, while «the average number 
contined has simultaneously greatly diminished. This is a wetessary result of the 
fact that the scales of establishmonts were adapted to a juil population of 20,006. 
Fhe Inspector-General’s scheme, by which 14 district jails were seduced 
to the intefmediate grade, will result in a large saving this year, and if the 
jail population does not increase, further reductions will be possibie. ° 
19. The expenditure in Central and District Juils shows a decrease under 
every head, and a total of Rs. 8,12,576 against Rs. 9,39,472 last year. ‘The 
xeduction in the daily average population, however, hws waised the cast 
per prisoner from Rs 66-09-11 to Ks. 70-12-38. There is a decided saving 
inall items of expenditure which are in the power of Superintendents to 
control.

The 
average price of rive per maund was Ks. 1-12-8 against Rs, 2-1-8 in 1886 
Wheat in like manner fell from ls. 3-15-8 per maund to Rs. 3-5-4. 
These are below tho market rates, and have been got by such economical measures 
as storing grain at the cheapést soason, husking rice and dall, buying cattle 
and goats and having the meat prepared on the jail premisos, The following

The extraordinary reduction in Monghyr is due to ‘ (1) an improvement in 
the method of cooking of Indian-corn, which made it possible to give this cheap 
grain all the year round ; (2) by the growing of 47 maunds of Indian-corn on 
jail land ; (8) purchase of paddy at the cheap season and husking it in the jail, 
which resulted in a saving of 9 annas a maund, ascompared with bazar rates for 
rice; and (4) purchase of cereals in the interior of the district.” ‘These rosults 
are highly creditable to the jailor, who is reported to bo most caroful as 
regards the health of the prisoners. ‘The least satisfactory results are given 
by Nuddea, Gya, and Shahabad. In the first named jail, the avorage oxpendi- 
ture. on diet rose from Hs. 23-3-9 in 1886 to Rs. 23-4-8. In Gya the 
imcrease was from Rs. 23-9 to Ks, 23-1U-7. In Shahabad the increase was 
from Rs. 18-8-8 to Rs. 19-2-2. Tho Inspector-General is unable to supply 
figures showing the amount of cereals produced from jail gardens and used 
for‘ rationa, as required inthe Government of India’s Resolution on the Jail 
Report for 1886. uperintendents have been directed to keop careful account's 
forthe cugrent year. All the vegetables required for jail use were grown in 
the jails, except in the Khoolna Jail, where the garden was taken up for 
butlding parposes, The expenditure on bazar vegetables was only tts 17

85. The average number of inspections by Superintendents was 70.°and in 
8 cases only were fewer inspections made. Atia, Kishoreyunge, Kissen® 
gungo, Serajgunge, Arrareah and Brahmaubariah were overcrowded. The 
special report promised by the Inspector-General, after having the capacity 
of tke wards and enclosures re-measured, is awaited. ‘he ¢ontlition of wardet 
guards attached to subsidiary jails continues to improve. ‘Lhere were only 17 
-“esc&pes from subsidiary juils, tlic lowest number on record during the last 10 years. 
Of those who escaped, 7 were convicts and 10 under-trial prisoners. At Moonshi- 
gunge a convict escaped who had, by the order of the Deputy Superintendent, 
been taken put of the subsidiary jail, contrary to rules, to work in his dwolling- 
house. The Deputy Superintendent (a Civil Hospital Assistant) has been fined 
one month’s pay, removod from the Jail Department, and transferred. The 
average detention of convicis rose to 8:05 days, the highest figure sinco 1880. 
At Palamow convicts sentenced to’ threo months and under are detained in the 
subsidiary j The Inspector-General’s proposal to establish an intermediate” 
jail there is under the consideration of Government. Convicts were detained in 
the Bhola, Arrarenh, Atia and Kishoregunge subsidiary jails owing to their beifg 
employed in building the enclosure walls under the Public Works Department. 
The average cost of each prisoner fell from Rs. 189-10-2 to Rs. 178-1-8. The 
average nuniber of prisoners, huwever, rose from 271-41 in 1886 to 310-04 in 
1887; so that the total expenditure increased from Ks. 1,33,648 to Ks. 1,36,854. 
@his includes an increase of Rs. 1,805 in the amount spent by the Public Works 
Department. The average detention of under-trial prisoners was 18°43 days. 
In Jamui, Fenny, Nowgong, Satkhira and Oolooberiah the detention of under- 
trial prisoners exceeded 20°50 days. This matter will be dealt’ with in the 
Judicial Department. 

24. Vital Statistics —There was ample room during tho past year in the 
Bengal jails for the convict population. In a few jails the number of under- 
trial prisoners exceeded the capacity of the under-trial wards, but in those cases 
the exeess number was invariably removed to empty convict wards. The 
filtered water of the Bhagulpore water-works was introduced into the Bhagul- 
pore Central Jail in August 1887. ‘Lhe health of the prisoners in the Midna- 
pore Central Jail has much improved since river water has been used 
all the year round for drinking purposes. Filtered water from the 
Galeutta:supply will shortly be introduced into the Presidency Juil The 
rules regulating labour and tho weight test have been strictly carried 
out. The dry-earth system is in force in every jail, and Dr. Warden, by an 
examiyation of the soils from different parts of the Presidency Jail garden, has 
shown that the growing of arapid succession of crops completely removes all 
trace of chemical products likely to prove dangerous to health. . i 

- .25.- The sickness and mortality of conyicts and under-trial prisoners 
in all classes of jails for the last ten years is compared in the following 
statement : — 
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<Chumparun and Maldeh show the largest prop rtion ‘of ‘admissions into 
hospital per mille gf uvorage strength. Khoolna is practically a hospitat, only the 
sick and fecble being retained there, while healthy prisoners are passed on to 
Jessore. The Chumparun Jail is said to be on an unhealthy site; the warders, 
and juil subordinates suffered severely. That the mortality did nob exceed 33-5 
er milie is to Dr. Bovill’s credit. All tho drinking and cooking waiter is carted 
rom the river, six and a half milesaway. In Maldah. also, there was much malari- 
ous fever, and thewarder guard suffered as well as the prisoners, two of them 
dying. In Lohardugga there were 11 deaths among convicts, giving an annpal 
Geath-rate of 98-8 ‘per mille. It is reported by the Medical Officer that folly 
45 per cent. of those admitted during 1887 were in bad health, and all more or 
less showed signs of scurvy. None of the prisoners who had passed any length 
of time in jail were attacked with it. 5 
The following table gives the rates of admissions to hospital and deaths 
per mille from dysentery and diarrhoea for the yoars 1548 to 1887:—

These are diseases considored to be preventible, and the table shows 
that they were combated with increased success in 1887. ‘The number of 
deaths from anwmia and general debility show a remarkable’ falling off ; 
and as the number of admissions into hospital under this head has not 
diminished proportionately, there appears to be no doubt that this is due; 
as suggested by the Inspector-General, to the working of the weight test and 
the stringent rules for the segregation and treatment of all these cases im their 
earliest stuges. The following table givos figures from 18*3 :—

Cerebro-spinal fever continued in the Alipore Jail, notwithstanding that al] the 
recommendations of the Medical Committee on the subject were. carried out, 
There was no overcrowding last year, avd arrangements were made by, which 
better ventilation was provided in the wards and worksheds. ‘the disease 
appears to be hardly amenable to treatment. Thore were 13 cases and 8 deaths 
in 1487 against 15 cases and 10 deaths in 1886. ‘There were only 18 deaths 
from cholera, the largest number occurring at Rungpore Jail, at a time When if 
was very prevalent in tho district, : 
26. ‘he total number of deaths among convicts was 383, or 33;2 
per mille, ugainst 38:2 per wille in 1886. Of this number, 354 died in jaile, of 
whom only 95, or 26°83 per cent., were received in good health, 148, or 41°81, 
in indifferent health, and 111, or 31-36, in bad health. 179 men died within 
six months of their admission to jail, The following are some of the precau- 
yions tuken in regard to prisoners admitted into jail in indifferent health. 
Special gangs are formed, watched by all the jail authorities ; tonics are adminis- 
tered ; very light work, if any, is given ; there is a special diet and mid-day rest 
of two hours; oil is also allowed to anoint their bodies.

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_" 27. The death-rate for 1887 shown in the report has tp some éxtent been 
affected by the Jubilee remissions. During January, Septembor, October, 
November and December 1587, the average convict jail popWdtion was -11,711, 
wnd,there were 209 deaths, giving an annual death-rate por mille of 42:8. 
he average eonvict jail population during the other seven months of thayear 
came to 9,843, ‘and there were 145 deaths, giving an annunl death-rete per 
mille of 25:2. The death-rate, however, is very satisfactory compared witb 
previoys years. This is in some measure attributable to the fact that fover has 
not of Id¥e been so prevalent in a very fatal form as was the case some years ago, 
and that tho general health of the population has appreciably improved. It iss 
still, however, considerably higher than in some other provinces. Tho 
fepott shows clearly thd strenuous efforts mado to improve the health of 
the prisoners confined in Beagal Jails, and the marked success which has 
crownod these measures. Whicre deaths woro due to diseases in nny measure 
preventible aud amenable to treatment, cithor the numbor of cases diminished, 
or the virulence of the disease was checked. Thus, though cases of intermittent 
fever increased, the rate of deaths to admissions into hospital foll from 
@T7 in 1846 to 4:7 per cent. Another test of the efforts made and their 
success is given by the weighment results. In 1886 (the figures for 1887 are 
not available), of the prisoners discharged from the North-West Provinces 
Jails, 6,792 nvither gained nor lost weight ; 21,558 gained and 13,276 lost woight. 
In 1887 in Bengul 10,120 of those dixcharged had neither gained nor lost 
weight; 16,844 had gained and 6,461 had lost weight. In other words, in Bengal, 
19-3 per cent. only lost weight against 31-8 per cent. in the North-West. Again, 
in Bengal, only 2°88 per cent. lost over five pounds, while the percentage in the 
North-West was 7°21. No mossures, however, whatever room thore may still be 
fer improvement, appear to be capable of bringing the mortality of the Bengal 
Jails down to the standard of the North-West. While in Bengal Jails in 
1887 no less than 54 deaths out of 399 were due to fever, and in 1886, #2 
deaths out of 548; in the North-West Jails in 1886, only 32 deaths out 
of 463 were due to that cause, one proof among others that, unhealthy as parts 
of the North-West Provinces may be, the proportion of the population with 
conetitutions broken down by repeated attacks of mularious fever is much 
smaller than ia Bengal Great credit is due to Dr. Lethbridge for what 
he has already done, and no doubt even better results will be obtained in_ the 
future, as the Superintendents of Jails learn thoroughly to make uso of all the 
precautions prescribed by him in order that illness may be discovered and 
combated on its frst showing itself, 5 toesge 

28. Inspection. ~Dr. Lethbridge visited 36 central and district jails ; alno 
S subsidiary jails, The official visitors continued to visit the jails regularly. 
A number of non-officials have letely been added to the list of visitors. 

29. The Licatenant-Governor is glad to observe ibat tho Inspector 
Genera].is able to report favourably on the work of almost all his officers. 
Hig special.commendation of certain officera will be notod in the Appointment 
Department Dr, Lethbridge has again earned the thanks of Government 
for the ability and good judgment he has shown in the administration of a 
difficult and important department.

T nave the honor to submit the following report, under section 30 of 
Act IV (B.C.) of 1883, of the jute screw and warehouses in the Town of 
Calcutta for the year ended 31st March 1888. 

2. At the close of last year there were 69 sanctioned warehouses on the 
register within tho limits of the Town. Four new licenses were issued during 
the year. These make up the total number of warehouses to 73. Of these, the 
licenses of three warehouses were cancelled during the year for default of pay- 
ment of license foe, &c.; thus reducing the number at the end of the year to 
70, of which a complete list, arranged according to tho Acts undor which 
they were originally licensed, is appended to this report. ‘ 

8. Five applications were received during the year for liconsing existing 
godowns for storage of jute. Of these, two have been sanctioned and three 
. are under consideration. 

4. Of the two applications which were mentioned in the last yoar’s 
report as under consideration, the license for No. 135, Durmahatta Stredt, was 
sanctioned, and the application for No. 13-5, Hurro Chunder Mullick’s Street, 
was rofused by the Commissioners. ‘The license for No. 58, Nimtollah Ghat 
Btreet, has been taken this year under sanction granted in 1886-87. 

5. ‘The total of license fees realised, during the year from the 70 ware- 
houses mentioned above amounted to Rs. 21,450, or Rs. 200 in excess of last 

ear. 
* 6. No case of fire in any jute godown occurred during the year under 
report. There was only one prosecution at tho Police. The licensee of No. 14, 
Hurro Chunder Mullick’s Street, was prosecuted for a breach of one of ‘the 
conditions of his license and fined Rs. 25 on the 3rd April 1888.

Orissa, South-West Bengal and North Bohur have received tall which vary from a little 
more thangmt-tenth up to about three-tenths of an inch, and the falls are genorally*® abfut 
-a tenth of.the normal fali. In South Behar and Chntia Nagpur absolutely sy rain has 
fallen durings the week.
